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Preface 


INTEREST  in  genealogy  is  acquired.     Sooner  or  later  every 
one  develops  a  curiosity  about  his  ancestors  yet  few  have  in- 
terest enough  to  pursue  investigation.    It  is  a  task  so  obvious- 
ly obstructed,  so  purely  gratuitous  and  vi^hose  fruits  make  appeal 
to  such  a  small  group  that  even  an  inclination  to  research  is 
deterred  from  undertaking  the  labor  and  expense. 

However,  there  is  a  fatal  fascination  in  the  pursuit.  One  has 
only  to  make  a  few  preliminary  inquiries  about  his  cousins  to 
find  that  he  has  stepped  into  the  vortex  of  a  spiral  force  that 
impels  him  with  increasing  velocity  over  an  ever  widening  radi- 
us. Each  new  inquiry  develops  a  new  interest,  and  at  unex- 
pected junctures  new  leads  open  with  a  disclosure  of  unknown 
relationships  and  interesting  biographical  items.  The  very  fail- 
ure that  baffles  as  well  as  the  success  that  stimulates  serve  alike 
to  increase  the  zeal  until  the  last  member  is  recorded.  Fortunate 
is  the  investigator  who  is  wise  enough  to  fix  in  advance  the  lim- 
it of  his  search  and  strong  to  adhere  to  it. 

The  inquiry  resulting  in  the  accompanying  record  was  under- 
taken partly  because  to  one  reared  in  an  isolated  branch  of  the 
family  there  were  no  certain  answers  forthcoming  to  youthful 
queries  concerning  a  widely  scattered  relationship;  and  partly 
because  in  later  years  it  was  discovered  that  the  unrecorded  in- 
formation concerning  the  earlier  generation  was  gradually  be- 
ing lost  forever  by  the  deaths  of  those  who  held  it  loosely  in 
memory.  This  genealogy  therefore  makes  no  pretense  of  be- 
ing other  than  a  register  of  family  matters,  printed  for  wider 
distribution  and  for  better  preservation. 

While  the  investigation  of  genealogy  is  peculiarly  liable  to  be 
carried  to  excess  either  in  idle  pursuit  of  needless  details  or  in 
fostering  a  snobbish  notion  of  family  exclusiveness,  yet  it  is 
not  without  its  value.  In  a  new  community,  it  is  true,  every  man 
must  stand  upon  his  personal  merits;  but  after  a  generation 
passes,  the  law  of  heredity  is  recognized  as  creating  a  presump- 
tion in  favor  of  the  man  well-born.  Ideals  of  character  and  prop- 
er self-esteem  are  intimately  associated  with  pride  of  family ;  and 
in  turn  pride  of  ancestry  seldom  fails  to  quicken  aspiration  to 
be  worthy  of  the  name. 

Concerning  the  ancestry  of  Dr.  Feltus,  a  family  tradition  has 
it  that  they  were  of  the  Huguenots  who  had  escaped  into  Ireland 
from  France  at  the  time  of  the  persecution  against  that  body 
of  religionists.  So  far  no  record  has  been  disclosed  to  substan- 
tiate the  tradition.  However,  since  the  tradition  is  found  in 
another  Feltus  family  having  no  connection  in  America  with  ours 
but  originating  in  Ireland,  it  is  probable  that  there  is  some 
basis  of  fact.  But  there  are  some  apparent  difficulties  in  the 
supposition  of  a  French  origin;  these,  together  with  my  own 
surmise,  I  give  here  for  the  suggestion  of  any  who  may  wish  to 
pursue  the  matter  farther.    On  the  one  hand  the  name  itself  is 
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neither  French  in  termination,  nor  is  it  a  form  that  would  likely 
result  from  corruption  of  a  French  patronymic.  Moreover  the 
characteristic  facial  features  of  Dr.  Feltus  as  seen  in  his  por- 
trait and  as  persisting  generally  in  his  children  give  no  sugges- 
tion of  Gallic  descent.  On  the  other  hand  the  family  tradition 
could  have  a  basis  of  fact  in  the  historic  migration  into  Ireland 
of  another  people  under  like  circumstances  and  at  about  the  same 
time  as  the  Huguenots.  During  the  vv^ars  under  Louis  XIV  at 
the  beginning  of  the  18th  century,  large  numbers  of  Protes- 
tants in  the  Rhenish  Palatinate  vi^ere  subject  to  such  persecution 
that  substantially  the  whole  population  of  the  Rhine  provinces 
migrated.  Of  the  thousands  that  reached  England  a  large  colony 
was  settled  in  Ireland.  It  is  easily  possible  for  these  to  have 
been  known  as  "Huguenots"  because  of  their  religious  associa- 
tion. It  is  my  hypothesis  that  the  Feltus  family  is  of  this  Pala- 
tine-Huguenot origin.  Obviously  the  family  name  is  more  har- 
monious to  Teutonic  forms,  and,  if  not  traceable  farther  in  its 
present  spelling,  could  be  easily  accounted  for  as  an  Anglicized 
spelling  of  a  Rhenish  name.  This  theory  finds  some  support  in 
the  fact  of  an  American  family  from  the  lower  Rhine  region 
who  spell  their  name  "Feltis,"  while  names  of  the  Latin  ter- 
mination "us"  are  common  in  the  Rhenish  Netherlands.  It  is 
further  strengthened  by  the  striking  resemblance  of  facial  fea- 
tures of  the  family  to  those  originating  in  that  region. 

Another  family  tradition  says  that  the  sister  of  Dr.  Feltus,  who 
came  to  America  with  him,  married  a  Montreal  merchant  named 
Brown  and  by  him  became  the  mother  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Brown-Se- 
quard,  the  famous  French-American  physician.  This  is  obvious- 
ly in  error.  Dr.  Brown-Sequard  was  born  in  1818  at  Mauritius  of 
a  French  woman  named  Seouard  who  married  a  sea  captain,  Mr. 
Edward  Brown  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  possible  that  this  Mr.  Brown 
was  in  some  way  connected  by  marital  ties  with  Miss  Feltus,  but 
the  connection  is  not  apparent. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  those  in  this  list  who  bear 
the  name  of  Feltus,  to  know  that  there  are  at  least  four  other 
distinct  family  groups  in  America  who  bear  the  same  family 
name,  a  list  of  which  is  given  in  the  appendix. 


Of  the  several  plans  of  tracing  genealogy  I  have  chosen  to 
follow  the  descent  through  both  male  and  female  lines,  includ- 
ing all  the  offspring  of  each  marriage  so  far  as  discoverable. 
Beginning  with  the  common  ancestors.  Rev.  Henry  James  Fel- 
tus, D.D.,  and  his  wife,  Martha  Ryan,  the  list  includes  all  who 
trace  to  them  their  maternal  or  paternal  origin  in  this  country. 

The  biographical  material  has  been  limited  to  such  items  as 
dates,  profession  or  occupation,  public  office,  military  service, 
and  academic  degrees.  This  has  been  given  as  full  as  obtainable, 
and  the  disparity  in  the  amount  of  space  is  due  solely  to  the 
amount  of  information  received.  Obviously  these  items  could  be 
given  more  complete  concerning  my  more  immediate  connections. 
Out  of  the  great  variety  of  these  biographical  matters  the  writer 
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may  be  pardoned  for  noting  that  he  is  the  only  one  of  Dr.  Fel- 
tus'  descendants  to  follow  the  same  calling  of  the  ministry.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  secure  biographical  items  other  than 
dates  concerning  the  individuals  who  have  married  into  the  con- 
nection. Even  in  instances  where  such  was  furnished  it  has 
been  omitted  for  the  sake  of  impartial  consistency.  Yet  there 
were  some  strong  inducements  to  pursue  these  side  lines.  Among 
other  facts,  for  example,  it  is  disclosed  that  Eliza  Ann  Ventress, 
wife  of  Abraham  Morrell  Feltus,  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  the 
Royal  Stewart  family  of  Scotland ;  that  the  wife  of  Edward 
Feltus,  Sarah  Weller  Marshall,  was  akin  to  Chief  Justice  Mar- 
shall; that  the  first  wife  of  Lambert  Moore  Feltus,  Eliza  Green- 
wood Colton,  was  descended  from  Rev.  John  Cotton  of  colonial 
fame.  (See  Appendix.) 

A  certain  order  has  been  observed  in  the  arrangement.  The 
names  within  a  family  group  have  been  given  in  order  of  birth. 
Then  the  eldest  married  child  has  been  followed  through  to  the 
present  generation.  Returning  to  the  next  eldest,  that  line  is 
traced  out  to  the  end.  This  arrangement  groups  into  sections 
all  who  claim  common  origin  from  the  same  child  of  Dr.  Feltus. 
In  cases  of  marriage  without  issue,  the  marriage  is  recorded 
among  the  biographical  details,  but  has  not  been  accorded  a 
separate  paragraph. 

A  system  of  enumeration  has  been  devised  which  is  at  the  same 
time  both  flexible  and  fixed,  and  is  also  significant.  Individuals 
are  numbered  in  birth  order  within  their  family.  In  the  succeed- 
ing generation  the  numeral  of  the  individual  is  written  as  a  deci- 
mal following  that  of  the  parent.  As  these  numerals  accumu- 
late the  combination  is  carried  forward  as  a  whole  number.  When 
the  number  of  births  within  a  family  exceed  nine,  the  second 
digit  of  the  numeral  when  carried  forward  is  written  small  above 
the  line  and  is  regarded  as  a  unit.  By  interpretation,  for  ex- 
ample in  the  numeral  1-71.1,  the  decimal  figure  shows  that  the 
individual  is  the  first  born  in  that  family  group;  the  first  figure 
12  indicates  descent  from  the  twelfth  child  of  Dr.  Feltus;  while 
the  four  places  in  the  numeral  signifies  that  the  person  is  of  the 
fourth  generation. 

Where  a  date  is  only  approximate  it  will  be  marked  "c;"  where 
date  of  a  death  is  unknown  it  is  indicated  by  the  mark  "?,"  while 
absence  of  such  a  mark  presumes  the  person  still  living.  The 
address  given  is  the  last  known  of  the  living,  or  is  the  one  at 
time  of  decease.  The  address  of  children  is  supposed  to  be  the 
same  as  that  of  the  parents,  unless  otherwise  specified.  So  far 
as  reports  show,  the  address  of  but  two  living  members  is  un- 
known. The  total  number  of  births  recorded  is  two  hundred  and 
ninety-two. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  accuracy  both  in  names 
and  dates.  Absolute  accuracy  is  impossible  since  written  figures 
are  sometimes  illegible,  errors  in  transcription  have  been  beyond 
detection,  records  do  not  always  agree,  and  mistakes  in  copying 
are  liable  to  occur.  To  guard  against  mistakes,  printer's  proof 
has  been  sent  to  each  family;  to  this  extent  liability  for  inaccu- 
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racy  may  be  disclaimed.     However,  further  corrections  and  in- 
formation will  be  cordially  welcomed. 

The  illustrations  have  been  limited  to  Dr.  Feltus'  immediate 
family,  including  his  children's  wives  and  husbands  and  the  places 
of  interest  in  connection  with  him.  No  picture  is  available  for 
St.  Ann's  Church  as  during  his  rectorship.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  some  pictures  are  lacking  which  diligent  solicitation  could 
not  obtain. 

It  would  be  very  unappreciative  not  to  express  my  delightful 
satisfaction  derived  from  the  numerous  letters  of  commendation 
received  both  in  the  course  of  collecting  the  material  and  now 
much  more  in  the  responses  to  advance  announcement  of  publi- 
cation. Family  pride  has  warmed  many  hearts  to  generous 
praise.

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lEVEREXD    HENRY    JAMES    FELTUS,    D.D., 

the  first  of  this  genealogy,  was  born  December 
25,  1775,  in  the  county  of  Carlow  near  the  city 
of  Dublin,  Ireland.  The  anonymous  writer  of 
"Lines  on  the  Death  of  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  J.  Fel- 
tus" (the  authorship  being  attributed  to  T.  Kirk 
by  a  pencil  note  on  copy  in  Penna.  Hist.  Soc.) 
who  aflfirms  an  acquaintance  with  our  subject 
from  youth,  states  that  his  father  was  a  merchant  and,  dying 
while  his  children  were  young,  left  the  care  of  them  to  the 
widowed  mother;  and  that  the  mother  opened  a  private  school 
to  aid  in  her  task  of  providing  for  the  family.  While  the  son 
is  referred  to  by  this  writer  as  "the  fond  and  only  son,"  it  is 
known  that  he  was  not  an  only  child,  since  he  was  accompanied 
by  his  sister  upon  his  migration  to  America.  At  an  early  age 
the  boy  was  apprenticed  to  a  carpenter  named  Huson  in  Dublin. 
While  yet  young,  probably  scarce  15,  he  was  received  into  the 
same  communion  as  that  of  his  mother,  Methodist  Episcopal, 
during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  William  Miles,  the  author  of  "A 
History  of  Methodism."  Coming  next  under  the  pastoral  influ- 
ence of  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  the  noted  biblical  commentator,  by  him 
he  was  brought  into  contact  with  Dr.  Thomas  Coke  a  popular 
preacher  of  his  day  who  later  became  the  first  bishop  of  the 
M.  E.  church  in  America;  also  into  contact  with  John  Wes- 
ley, founder  of  the  Methodist  church;  and  with  Rev.  Henry 
Moore,  the  biographer  of  Wesley.  By  association  with  these 
men  he  was  stimulated  in  religious  zeal  so  that  while  working 
at  the  trade  of  carpentry,  from  the  age  of  18  he  frequently 
preached.  He  was  particularly  active  in  "The  Strangers'  Friend 
Society,"  organized  after  the  style  of  societies  developed  by  Wes- 
ley, for  the  help  of  the  poor,  sick  and  strange. 

In  1794,  Mr.  Feltus  married  Martha  Ryan  "youngest  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ryan  of  Golden  Lane,  Dublin."  Very  little 
is  ascertainable  concerning  his  wife  beyond  the  statement  that 
she  was  also  a  communicant  in  the  Methodist  church,  and  was 
associated  in  a  philanthropic  society  with  Jane  Newland  a  lady 
who  devoted  her  life  to  humanitarian  work. 

At  that  period  the  political  condition  of  Ireland  was  very  fore- 
boding, causing  many  to  leave  their  native  land.  Led  by  this 
same  impulse,  Mr.  Feltus,  at  the  age  of  19,  with  his  wife  and 
infant  son,  sailed  on  May  23,  1795,  from  Liverpool  in  the  ship 
"Young  Eagle,"  Captain  Lord;  and  after  a  voyage  of  42  days 
arrived  in  the  port  of  New  York  City,  on  the  following  4th  of 
July.    Upon  arrival  in  America,  the  family  settled  first  at  Eliza- 
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bethtown,  N.  J.  There  Mr.  Feltus  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Rev. 
Thomas  Morrell,  a  noted  preacher  of  the  day,  pastor  of  the 
Methodist  church  at  that  place,  who  later  was  pastor  of  the  John 
Street  M.  E.  church  in  New  York  City;  from  him  doubtless  the 
second  son,  born  at  this  place,  received  his  middle  name.  At 
Elizabethtown  Mr.  Feltus  obtained  employment  as  a  teacher  in 
charge  of  the  academy  beginning  September,  1796.  That  he  was 
also  engaged  in  preaching  is  indicated  by  that  fact  that  he  took 
part  in  the  funeral  service  of  Dr.  Morrell's  wife. 

Resigning  at  Elizabethtown  two  years  later,  he  accepted 
charge  of  a  school  in  New  York  in  connection  with  a  Methodist 
Sunday  School  and  mission  (later  known  as  the  "Eighth  St. 
M.  E.  Church")  under  auspices  of  the  John  Street  M.  E.  Church. 
This  school  was  located  at  "the  two-mile  stone  in  the  upper  part 
of  New  York,"  near  the  present  site  of  Cooper  Institute.  At 
this  period  mention  is  made  of  H.  J.  Feltus  as  a  local  preacher, 
in  the  Annals  of  N.  Y.  Methodism,  by  S.  A.  Seaman. 

While  occupying  this  position,  Mr.  Feltus  made  the  acquaint- 
ance of  a  Mr.  George  Warner  a  zealous  philanthropist,  who  is 
recorded  as  a  contributor  to  the  erection  of  the  first  edifice  of 
St.  Stephen's  P.  E.  church  and  became  one  of  her  wardens.  A 
warm  attachment  sprang  up  between  the  two  men,  and  by  his 
friend,  Mr.  Feltus  was  persuaded  to  take  orders  in  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  church.  The  transition  from  the  one  communion 
to  the  other  was  not  a  great  change  at  that  period.  The  Wes- 
leys,  who  had  started  the  religious  movement  which  eventually  be- 
came the  separate  Methodist  church,  were  themselves  in  Episcopal 
orders;  and  their  activities  at  first  were  but  a  "method"  of  re- 
ligion to  quicken  life  within  the  church,  whereas  doctrinal  dif- 
ferences had  not  been  as  yet  greatly  emphasized.  In  this  in- 
stance the  transition  seems  to  have  been  influenced  largely  by 
the  fact  that  the  M.  E.  ministry  was  not  settled,  it  being  the 
days  of  the  circuit  riding  when  few  ministers  had  a  regular 
charge  but  itinerated  among  several  churches;  whereas  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  ministers  were  stationed  in  particular 
parishes,  a  circumstance  which  would  appeal  strongly  to  a  man 
with  young  family. 

During  the  time  of  preparation  for  holy  orders,  according  tO' 
the  writer  of  his  obituary  in  "Christian  Register  and  Literary 
Journal,"  Mr.  Feltus  officiated  for  a  time  at  Easton,  Pa.,  and  this 
statement  finds  confirmation  in  the  fact  that  his  son  Henry  J. 
is  recorded  in  West  Point  register  as  having  been  born  in  Penna. 
Early  in  the  new  century,  March  15,  1801,  he  was  ordained  dea- 
con by  Bishop  Wm.  White  in  the  Diocese  of  Pa.,  in  Christ's 
Church,  Philadelphia.  That  his  term  in  the  diaconate  was  served 
partly  in  connection  with  that  church  is  probable,  though  not 
confirmed.  At  Christmas,  1801,  he  officiated  at  Trinity  church, 
Swedesboro,  N.  J.,  a  few  miles  southeast  of  Philadelphia,  and 
accepted  a  call  to  that  parish  in  April,  1802.  Two  years  later,  in 
1804,  he  received  full  ordination  to  the  priesthood  at  the  hands 
of  the  same  Bishop  White.  In  this  parish  he  remained  until. 
1807. 
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Upon  resigning  from  the  Swedesboro  charge  he  received  the 
following  testimonial : 

"THE  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  called  Trinity,  at  Swedesborough,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester  and  State  of  New  Jersey;  to  all  whom 
these  presents  may  come,  respectfully  send  greeting: 

"Whereas,  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Feltus,  having  been  rector  of 
said  church  for  near  six  years,  and  being  about  to  give  up 
his  pastoral  charge  here  and  remove  to  Brooklyn,  in  the 
State  of  N.  Y.;  they  feel  it  to  be  their  duty,  as  well  from 
motives  of  justice  as  gratitude,  to  certify 

''That  during  his  residence  in  this  place,  he  has  performed 
the  several  duties  of  Rector  and  Pastor  of  this  church  to 
•  great  satisfaction. 

"That  in  the  exercise  of  his  ministerial  duties,  in  season  and 
out,  he  has  been  faithful,  zealous  and  evangelical;  and  with 
grateful  pleasure  we  add  that  through  Divine  blessing  his 
labors  among  us  have  been  successful. 

"That  his  conversation  while  here,  both  in  public  and  in 
private  has,  we  believe,  been  consistent  with  the  important 
and  responsible  character  with  which  he  is  clothed. 

"That  with  respect  to  this  Church  and  congregation,  we 
view  his  removal  as  a  dispensation  of  Providence,  bearing  a 
frowning  aspect ;  but  considering  it  in  reference  to  the  church 
at  large  and  the  sovereign  right  of  its  supreme  and  adorable 
Head  to  direct  all  its  concerns,  and  believing  that  they  will 
be  so  directed  that  His  glory  and  the  best  interests  of  His 
Church  may  be  promoted,  we  consent  to  the  painful  separa- 
tion, declaring  that  this  is  done  on  our  part  towards  him  and 
his  family  in  Christian  love,  fellowship  and  affection.  And 
we  pray  God  to  make  his  life  comfortable,  his  labours  eminent- 
ly useful,  and  his  end  happy.

In  addition  to  this  testimonial  of  the  church  he  received  the 
following  letter  of  recommendation  from  Bishop  White: 

Philadelphia,  September  22,  1807. 

Although  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Feltus,  late  rector  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church  in  Swedesborough,  was  not,  in  that  character, 
under  my   superintendence;    yet   his    residence   having   been 
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not  many  miles  from  this  city,  I  have  had  frequent  oppor- 
tunities of  hearing:  of  his  deportment,  and  of  the  estimation 
in  which  he  has  been  held.  In  consequence  of  the  above,  I 
certify  that  I  believe  his  conduct  to  have  been  exemplary  and 
his  ministry  to  have  been  useful.

The  resignation  from  his  first  parish  was  in  order  that  he 
might  accept  an  invitation  to  become  rector  of  St.  Ann's  church, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  beginning  of  his  ministry  in  the  new  parish 
was,  for  him,  sorely  troubled  by  a  controversy  with  Rev.  John 
Henry  Hobart,  afterwards  bishop  of  New  York.  Mr.  Hobart,  a 
high  churchman,  had  taken  prejudice  against  the  rector-elect  for 
his  early  evangelical  associations,  doubted  his  loyalty  as  a  church- 
man, and  impugned  the  genuineness  of  the  testimonials  which  he 
had  brought  from  Swedesboro  and  from  Bp.  White.  A  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Feltus'  view  of  the  controversy  is  found  as  an  ap- 
pendix to  a  pamphlet  entitled  "A  Solemn  Appeal  to  the  Church, 
&c.,"  by  Rev.  Cave  Jones.  Dr.  Hobart's  rejoinder  is  found  in 
his  "Letter  to  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,"  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Jones.  An  interesting  letter  bearing  upon  this  dispute  is  in  the 
Historical  Library  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  a  copy  of  which  follows: 

Brooklyn,  N.  Yk., 

Feby.  15th,  '08. 
My  dear  Friend: 

I  have  but  a  moment  to  mention  to  you  that  you  may  expect 
to  see  me  at  Swedesborough  on  Sunday  the  13th  day  of  March, 
by  the  blessing  of  God,  when  we  shall  have  the  pleasure  once 
more  to  meet  at  our  Father's  table  and  lament  our  faults  and 
renew  our  promises. 

Your  affectionate  favor  came  to  hand  in  due  time.  I  am 
glad  to  find  that  Mr.  Wilmer  has  at  last  brought  forth  a  de- 
cided answer,  and  I  sincerely  hope  he  may  now  give  proof 
of  steadiness  and  usefulness.  I  had  a  truly  excellent  man  in 
view,  whose  piety,  zeal  and  steadiness  have  been  faithfully 
proven,  and  at  Christmas  or  New  Years  I  contemplated  to  have 
gone  to  see  you  and  to  have  made  an  exertion  to  have  taken 
him  with  me.  But  I  hope  all  is  well.  My  pleasure  or  pain 
on  that  subject  can  only  be  influenced  by  your  happiness.  I 
have  no  other  end  to  serve;  this  I  would  watch  faithfully.  My 
affection  for  you  is  too  deep  not  to  feel  deeply  for  anything 
that  looks  like  neglect.  It  gives  me  pain  to  consider  that 
nearly  twelve  months  will  have  been  run  out  before  your 
Church's  claim  shall  be  filled  up.  What  may  follow  we  shall 
not  presume  to  say;  but  the  prospect  for  the  present  is  bad. 

The  testimonials  came  safe  to  Mr.  Warner.  No  man  could 
be  more  rejoiced.  He  opened  his  ports  on  some  of  the  vener- 
able black  coats  with  such  an  air  of  honest  severity  as  they 
never  met  with  before.  One  (Mr.  Lyel;,  who  was  the  pri- 
mum  mobile,  he  exposed  to  the  bishop   in  strong  colors.     To 
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another,  Dr.  Hobart  (who  is  also  a  young  man)  and  was 
the  principal  agent  in  the  affair)  he  declared  that  only  re- 
spect for  the  cause  of  piety  prevented  his  publishing  his  con- 
duct to  the  world.  I  have  not  moved  or  stirred  in  the  busi- 
ness, in  consequence  of  which  the  matter  lies  on  the  shelf. 
Forgiveness  to  the  injured  doth  belong 
They  never  can  forgive  who  do  the  wrong. 

Here  thank  God  we  go  on  well.  We  have  service  twice  on 
Sunday  (which  you  ought  to  have,  I  now  see  clearly)  and 
every  Wednesday  evening  at  six  o'clock.  This  last  is  a  new 
project  only  in  use  about  three  months  and  thus  far  has  suc- 
ceeded remarkably  well;  the  people  attend  largely. 

The  Methodist  meeting  house  is  exactly  opposite  the  church. 
They  have  services  at  the  same  time  every  Sunday.  Their 
preachers  begin  to  sound  an  alarm.  They  have  been  lately 
reproving  many  of  their  society  for  attending  (the)  Church, 
but  some  of  their  principal  members  have  been  so  refractory 
as  to  declare  openly  that  if  any  attempt  was  made  to  confine 
the  people  they  would  join  the  church  altogether!  I  have 
never  been  in  their  House  lest  they  should  say  I  had  in  view 
to  seduce  them. 

The  Bishop  of  N.  Y.  is  very  affectionate  and  kind;  he  lends 
me  any  book  in  his  library;  and  in  connection  with  this, 
through  the  vestry,  I  have  access  to  the  City  Library  for  any 
works  I  may  want.  So  you  see  I  have  materials  and  work 
enough.  Give  me  your  prayers  that  from  a  raw  beginner  I 
may  become  a  finished  workman  both  in  labors  and  suc- 
cess. 

My  poor  petitions  are  pledged  for  you  and  yours.

The  controversy,  however,  terminated  amicably  and  v^^hen  Mr. 
Hobart  became  Bishop  of  New  York,  he  w^as  loyally  supported 
by  Mr.  Feltus.  During  the  period  of  residence  in  Brooklyn  Mr. 
Feltus  w^as  a  trustee  of  the  "Brooklyn  Select  Academy." 

On  June  8,  1814,  Mr.  Feltus  accepted  a  call  to  become  the 
third  rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New  York  City,  which  had 
been  organized  some  nine  years  before,  the  acquaintance  of  sev- 
eral of  whose  parishioners  he  had  made  while  teaching  in  the 
M.  E.  academy  at  the  "two-mile  post."  A  very  full  account  of 
his  rectorship  here  will  be  found  in  the  recently  published  history 
of  St.  Stephen's  Parish.  The  church  was  located  at  the  corner 
of  what  are  now  called  Broome  and  Chrystie  streets.  During 
a  part  of  his  rectorship  the  family  resided  at  the  corner  of  Hester 
St.  "in  the  Bowery,"  while  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  address 
was  indicated  in  public  notices  as  No.  82  Chrystie  street.     It  is 
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probable  that  these  two  addresses  indicate  "Hester  St.,  cor.  of 
Chrystie  in  the  Bowery."  Two  years  after  he  came  to  New  York, 
his  wife  died  May  15,  1816  at  childbirth.  Her  remains  were 
buried  beneath  the  chancel  of  the  church. 

In  1821,  when  the  "P.  E.  Theological  Education  Society  in  the 
State  of  N.  Y.,"  out  of  which  developed  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  began  operation,  Mr.  Feltus  was  made  librarian.  In 
the  original  manuscript  catalogue  of  the  library,  still  on  file,  the 
earlier  entries  are  in  his  handwriting,  and  he  is  recorded,  among 
other  donors,  as  having  given  10  volumes  to  the  formation  of  the 
library.  In  the  same  seminary  library  there  is  on  file  a  pamphlet 
entitled,  "Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Feltus, 
to  be  sold  on  Tuesday  eve,  Oct.  21,  at  Panorama  Sale  Room,  157 
Broadway,  by  John  Doyle."  This  pamphlet  contains  some  645 
titles,  totaling  1005  volumes;  among  which  are  a  number  of 
Hebrew,  Greek,  Latin  and  French  titles.  In  1822  Mr.  Feltus 
was  honored  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  by  Union 
College  (Schenectady,  N.  Y.)  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Eliph- 
alet  Nott. 

Dr.  Feltus  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order.  In  the  spring 
previous  to  his  death  he  had  been  chosen  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  Masons  of  New  York  state;  but 
he  declined  the  honor,  preferring  to  continue  as  Grand  Chap- 
lain, the  post  he  had  filled  for  many  years.  At  the  dedication 
of  the  new  Masonic  Hall  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  1827,  he 
delivered  the  address  which  was  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for 
distribution,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  N.Y.  Historical  Library. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Feltus  occurred  Aug.  24,  1828,  due  to  cholera 
morbus.  The  remains  were  buried  beside  those  of  his  wife  be- 
neath the  chancel  of  the  church.  In  memory  of  his  services  as 
rector,  a  monumental  tablet  was  placed  upon  the  south  wall  of 
the  church,  while  a  similar  memorial  to  his  wife  was  erected  on 
the  opposite  wall.  The  newspapers  and  journals  of  the  time  con- 
tain numerous  notices  concerning  the  death  and  funeral  service, 
with  highly  laudatory  estimate  of  his  character  and  labors.  The 
following  obituary  is  from  the  "Christian  Journal,"  of  Sept.  13, 
1828,  published  in  New  York,  and  found  also  in  the  "Gospel  Mes- 
senger," published  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  on  a  later  date — both  be- 
ing church  publications: 

"Dr.  Feltus  was  uniformly  assiduous,  affectionate  and  labori- 
ous in  the  exercise  of  his  parochial  functions;  and  was  conse- 
quently much  beloved  and  respected  by  the  people  of  his  charge. 
The  genuineness  and  sincerity  of  his  piety  appeared  in  that  try- 
ing hour  of  the  near  approach  of  death  when  every  insufficient 
dependence  must  fail  and  nature,  unsanctified  and  unaided  by 
grace,  must  leave  the  sufferer  without  comfort,  without  support, 
and  without  hope.  His  illness  was  of  three  or  four  weeks  con- 
tinuance and  afforded  a  blessed  opportunity  of  witnessing  the 
humility,  the  composure  and  the  triumph  with  which  a  Chris- 
tian can  die.  He  spoke  much  of  the  love  of  the  Divine  Savior 
and  the  richness  and  sufficiency  of  divine  grace.  He  warmly  com- 
mended as  he  strikingly  exhibited  the  cardinal  evangelical  virtue 
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of  humility.  He  thought  and  talked  much  of  the  church.  He 
loved  to  have  his  brethren  pray  with  him  when  they  were  at  his 
bedside  and  entered  heartily  into  the  devotions.  While  convers- 
ing with  a  clerical  brother,  who  sat  beside  him  when  it  was 
thought  that  he  had  but  a  few  hours  to  live,  on  the  subject  of 
ministerial  duty  he  emphatically  and  solemnly  vowed  it  to  be 
his  deliberate  conviction  that  a  regard  for  the  ultimate  and 
permanent  usefulness,  as  well  as  the  solemn  obligation  of  duty 
urged  a  constant  and  conscientious  adherence  to  the  distinctive 
principles  and  established  order  of  our  own  church.  He  lamented 
frequently  and  deeply  that  the  absence  of  our  diocesan  ( Bishop 
Hobart) — now  absent  on  a  distant  episcopal  visitation — deprived 
him  of  the  blessing  (on  which  he  would  set  so  high  a  value) 
of  having  him  beside  his  sick  and  dying  bed.  Speaking,  as  he 
often  did,  of  his  affectionate  and  respectful  attachment  to  the 
bishop  he  said  with  emphasis  on  two  occasions  and  to  two  of  his 
brethren :  'If  I  have  ever  caused  him  an  unhappy  moment  in 
the  midst  of  his  cares,  anxieties  and  labors  of  his  office,  I  hope 
he  will  forgive  me ;  and  I  pray  God  to  forgive  me ;  and  if  it  please 
God  to  spare  my  life,  I  trust  that  I  shall  never  again  occasion 
any  uneasiness  to  him  or  to  any  of  the  brethren.' 

"Thus  in  constant  spiritual  communion  with  his  God  and  Sav- 
ior, and  in  constant  manifestation  of  the  faith,  hope  and  char- 
ity of  the  gospel,  he  bore  with  exemplary  patience  and  resigna- 
tion unusually  protracted  debility  and  suffering,  and  waited  with 
calmness  for  the  hour  of  release.  At  length  the  hour  came.  God's 
holy  day  which  had  nearly  all  been  spent  on  earth  was  closed 
in  paradise.  It  was  made  to  him  indeed  a  day  of  rest — rest  from 
the  labors  of  the  church  below  and  a  call  to  the  blessed  service  of 
the  church  in  heaven. 

"On  the  following  day  his  mortal  part  was  deposited,  with  the 
appointed  hallowed  rites  and  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  con- 
course of  weeping  brethren,  parishioners  and  friends,  beneath  the 
chancel  of  his  own  church  and  in  the  same  grave  which  twelve 
vears  before  had  received  the  remains  of  the  wife  whom  he  dear- 
ly loved." 

The  "Morning  Courier"  of  New  York  under  date  of  September 
1,  1828,  contained  the  anonymous  verses: 

"Still  be  thy  step,  nor  speak  above  a  breath 

For  here  relentless  reigns  the  tyrant  Death. 

See  on  yon  couch,  that  venerated  form 

Is  bowed  by  sickness's  over-humbling  storm. 

What  shriek  is  that!     'Tis  of  his  kindred  dear 

Who  shriek  to  find  the  bolt  they  knew  so  near 

Already  fallen.  And  is  that  spirit  gone 

Which  here  so  lately  and  so  brightly  shone? 

Alas  it  is!  It  takes  its  heavenward  flight 

And  leaves  us  shrouded  in  the  gloom  of  night. 

That  voice,  which  we  so  often  gladly  heard 

Expound  the  truth  of  God's  own  heavenly  word; 

That  voice  which  oft  in  benedictal  prayer 

We've  heard;  that  voice  which  warned  us  to  beware 

The  depths  of  sin  I  that  oft  the  mourner's  tear 
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Has  wiped  away,  we  ne'ei'  again  shall  hear. 

What  pangs  the  bosom  of  his  offspring  rend ; 

They  in  their  father  lose  their  kindest  friend. 

Poor  orphans,  subjects  of  a  father's  care, 

No  mother  have,  their  woes,  their  joys  to  share. 

His  little  flock  now  cry:  'Our  shepherd's  gone.'! 

And  they  his  loss  will  sadly  mourn. 

His  presence  here  was  but  from  heaven  a  loan, 

And  now  it  claims  from  us  naught  but  its  own." 

The  editor  of  the  "Watchman,"  Dr.  Wm.  Croswell,  indited  to 
his  memory  the  following  Sonnet: 

"Devoted  shepherd  of  the  Savior's  flock 
From  the  sublime  and  loved  vocation  rent, 
'Tis  joy  to  know  the  overwhelming  shock 
Of  thy  bewept  departure  shall  augment 
The  multitudinous  army  of  the  good 
And  raise  thee  to  that  holy  brotherhood. 
'Ashes  to  ashes  and  dust  to  kindred  dust' 
The  body  is  committed  to  the  ground: 
Thy  spirit  with  all  Christian  g'races  crowned — 
Such  is  our  certain  confidence  and  trust — 
Enjoys   communion    with    the   sainted    just. 
Long  may  such  servants  of  the  Church  abound 
And  from  the  altars  where  thy  light  has  stood 
Shed  burning  luster  on  the  land  around." 

When  in  1866  old  St.  Stephen's  church  was  demolished  to  make 
room  for  improvements  the  remains  of  Dr.  Feltus  and  his  wife 
were  removed  to  Greenwood  Cemetery,  Brooklyn,  and  interred 
in  the  family  plot  of  his  daughter,  Martha  Feltus  Gassner,  lot 
No.  5518,  Section  45.  Their  grave,  however,  through  some  ov- 
ersight, remained  unmarked  until  the  fall  of  1915,  when  a  simple 
but  dignified  stone  was  erected  through  the  co-operation  of  sev- 
eral of  their  children's  children  at  the  instigation  of  the  writer. 
The  memorial  tablets  removed  from  the  wall  of  the  old  church 
are  supposed  to  have  been  removed  to  the  second  edifice  occupied 
by  the  congregation  but  have  become  altogether  lost.  A  por- 
trait of  Dr.  Feltus  adorns  the  music  room  of  the  present  St. 
Stephen's  on  West  69th  Street.
